bacterium Mycobacterium tuberculosis. 


lt was first found tn Tilt Yam, a city now under the 
Mediterranean Sea, off the coast of Israel. 
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G.) Archeologists found TB in the remains of a mother and 
child buried together.

¢Mycobacterium 
tuberculosis causes 
bacteria that usually 
attack the lungs, but 
TB bacteria can attack 
any part of the body 
such as the kidney, 
Spine, and brain. 


How Is it transmitted? 


¢ They transmit through the air when 
Someone who is sick with TB disease of 
the lungs or throat cough, or speaks. 


Symptoms 


Persistent cough (which lasts for more 
than 2 weeks) 


Cough with blood in sputum 


Fever for more than 2 weeks 


Pain in chest 


Weight loss 


Night sweats 


Loss of appetite 


Treatments

¢ In 2021, an estimated 10.6 million 
people fell ill with tuberculosis (TB) tn 
the whole world. 


¢ A total of 1.6 million people died from 
TB in 2021 . 


¢ US$ 13 billion is needed annually for 
TB prevention, diagnosis, treatment 
and care.
